The falling- off amounts io I'.OOO In one 
ward. It is needless to say that this 
discloses a criminal conspiracy to de- 
fraud other counties in the State. The 
fraud is accompanied by perjury ot 
the rankest kind. 
There are some 


kinds of "enterprise" in which the su- 
premacy of Los Angeles will never be 
disputed. 


AN UNWISE CHAMPION. 


Congressman Loud has little cause to 


be thankful to J. Alva Watt, who 
lugged him into a discussion of the 
Republican State Central Committee. 
Mr. Watt's championship did -Mr. Loud 
no good, and may cause him harm. A 
resolution was introduced endorsing 
the bill pending in Congress increasing 
the pay of letter carriers. Mr. Watt 
opposed it on the ground that it would 
be a slap at Congressman Loud who 
has antagonized the measure. Giving 
the resolution a personal aspect did 
not affect its character or the propriety 
of the .State Committee considering 
it. So Car as the resolution itself is 
conci-rned, it should have been judged 
on its merits, not by the way Jt would 
affect Mr. Loud. 
If the pay of letter 


carriers should be increased, it should 
be increased regardless of what Mr. 
Loud may think about it. It is not a 
question of individuals but o£ justice 
and public policy. 


But Mr. Watt had a. perfectly valid 


ground for opposing action by the State 
Committee, and he couid have urged it 
without bringing in the name of Con- 
gressman Loud. He should have moved 
to lay the resolution on the table on the 
ground that it was not the business or 
function of the Stale Committee to 
legislate for the party, to make plat- 
forms or enunciate principles. When 
it does so It usurps the prerogatives of 
the State and National Conventions. 
The State Committee is a purely ex- 
ecutive body and its mission is entirely 
foreign 
to declaring principles 
and 


making platforms. 


It was perfectly proper for the Con- 


vention of Republican clubs to pass a 
resolution advocating the increase of 
pay for the letter carriers, but it was 
equally improper for the Stute -Com- 
mittee to pass that or any other res- 
olution asserting the party policy. THE 
TRIBUNE does not say this because it 
is opposed to the spirit of the resolu- 
tion; on the contrary, it is heartily in 
favor of increasing the pay of. ietter 
carriers, and has vigorously advocated 
the bill now before Congress. 
Mr. 


Watt should not have placed Mr. Loud 
in a. false attitude. While Mr. Loud 
opposes the bill, no one doubts that he 
is conscientious in his opposition. He 
is an honest man, and his sympathies 
are with the wage earners. He got off 
the shoemaker's bench to enter public 
life, and he has not forgotten the fact 
.nor is he ashamed oE it. We think he 
is mistaken in this matter, but that 
should not lessen the respect in which 
he is held, and we do not believe any 
one would have thought the resolution 
a .slap at him if Mr. Watt had not 
sprung It on the Committee.

quarts 


for every man, woman and child 
in 


the country, while in lyoi the per cap- 
ita consumption had ine.reased to 
1.11 


quarts or thirty gallons i. year. 
We 


drink a good deal less than half as 
much beer, per capita, our consump- 
tion in .IMl) having been thirteen gal- 
lons for each inhabitant. 


Of course, Bavaria is the greatest 


beer making- part of ermany, for there 
is where the finest hops grow. 
In 


1S91, 
Bavaria produced about a third 


of all the beer made In Germany, or 
260 quarts per capita of its population. 
Wurtemberg 
brewed 200

capita, Baden 170 quarts and Alsace- 
Lorraine eighty-five quarts. The Ger-

they export, but their imports are not 
l.«rge. must of them coming from Bo- 
hemia, the greatest beer-brewing- re- 
gion of Austria.
